News Review Marks Another Anniversary, 
Completes Forty-nine Years of Publication 


Fine Wine is the Highlight 
OfUtopia’sLatestOffering

The Greenbelt Cultural Arts Center has a hit in Bill 
Wine's “Shrink," which had its world premier at the Utopia 
Theater last Saturday night. One of three one-act plays 
making up the evening of “Wine, Women and Shaw," Wine's 
play depicts a sharp and funny episode in the process of a 
psychiatrist's learning about himself and his relationships 
with other people. In a ‘physician heal thyself vein, Dr. 
Berman, played by Randy Jones, begins to understand his 
parents and the three women in his life—a patient, his girl¬ 
friend and his receptionist. By the end of the play, it k 
obvious that the doctor has learned much more about him¬ 
self than anyone else. 


This week the Greenbelt 
News Review will begin its 
fiftieth year of continuous 
publication. Originally, a 
letter-size mimeographed 
publication consisting of six¬ 
teen pages, then titled the 
Greenbelt Cooperator, the 
paper began publication on 
November 24, 1937 — within 
six weeks after the first 
Greenbelt families had un¬ 
packed their household be¬ 
longings. 

History 

Much is owed to the early Pio¬ 
neers who recognized the imme¬ 
diate need for a news medium to 
keep people informed of local 
events and to provide a forum 
for the exchange of views. They 
laid down the principles that still 
guide the actions of the present 
News Review — a non-partisan 
non-profit cooperative endeavor, 
whose aims are to print the 
news accurately and fairly and 
to respect the Greenbelt “good 
neig hbor” philosophy of life. 

At first the paper was pre¬ 
pared at the homes of various 
staff members. In January 1938 
the Federal Government (which 
owned Greenbelt at that time) 
made space available at the town 
commercial center, free of cost, 
and also loaned much-needed fur¬ 
niture, typewriters, and office

During the regular meet¬ 
ing on Monday, November 
10, the council authorized 
city manager James K. Giese 
to deal directly with prospec¬ 
tive landscape architects for 
the renovation of the Roose¬ 
velt Center. The council ap¬ 
proved a draft request for 
proposals submitted by the 
city manager which would 
draw interested landscape 
design professionals. 

The council rejected a proposal 
that would create a panel of ex¬ 
perts to help the city select the 
landscape architect for the job. 
The proposed < panel would have 
been an extension of the charette 
process introduced during the 
project's initial planning phase, 
and would have included several 
charette participants. 

The council reached its decis¬ 
ions on the Roosevelt Center proj¬ 
ect at 11:16 p.m. after holding a 
half-hour executive session to 
discuss the matter. 

Although the mayor and coun¬ 
cil generally favored the idea of 
providing outside technical assist¬ 
ance to the city, considerations 
accompanying the formation of 


equipment. From its original 
second floor quarters in the com¬ 
mercial center, the paper moved 
its offices four times before fi¬ 
nally coming to rest in the pres¬ 
ent basement office at 15 Park¬ 
way. 

With the withdrawal of the 
Federal Government from town, 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., through 
its wholly owned subsidiary! 
Greenbelt Development Corpor 
ation, continnued the Federal pol¬ 
icy of providing free office space 
with the paper reimbursing the 
corporation for out-of-pocket ex¬ 
penses. 

Free Delivery 

An important development in 
the history of the newspaper was 
the decision to deliver the Coop¬ 
erator free of charge to every 
home in town, beginning with the 
issue of September 7, 193$. The 
additional cost of local distribu¬ 
tion was small, and this radical 
change of policy provided larger 
circulation figures, which could 
be used as evidence of the value 
of advertising in the Cooperator, 
once its distribution had become 
community wide. The town gov¬ 
ernment engaged more and more 
space for publication of pending 
ordinances, budgets and the like. 

The policy of free distribution 
remained unchanged until July 
1953, when the paper was forced 
by financial straits to go to a 
subscription basis — $3 a year. 


a panel snagged the proposal. 

Council member Thomas X. 
White opposed having a panel, 
saying it would create an unnec¬ 
essary layer in the process of 
choosing the designer for the 
project. He said the inclusion of 
a panel in decision-making as¬ 
pects of the project invited a 
potential conflict with citizen in¬ 
terests, since most panel candi¬ 
dates were not Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents. He said the charette had 
served its purpose, and that it 
was time to “cut the cord on the 
charette” by resuming the nor¬ 
mal process of contracting out 
city projects. 

Council member Antoinette W. 
Bram said the city should not 
expect former charette partici¬ 
pants to donate more free time 
to the city. She said if the city 
decided to have a panel, it should 
pay members a fee. 

“Time and time again we've 
asked people to come back in 
town on chairette business, and 
they've given their valuable time 
once or twice too many,” she said. 
“If we want professional service, 
the time has come to get it in a 
professional way.” 

As council members continued 
to discuss the proposal sub¬ 
mitted by Giese, they decided it 


The response was fairly encour¬ 
aging, but the added cost of 
maintaining subscription records 
convinced the governing body 
that the additional income was 
not worth the additional work¬ 
load. More important, the board 
wanted every resident to receive 
the paper. In January 1955 the 
paper returned to city wide cir¬ 
culation. 

Financial difficulties continued 
to plague the newspaper, and ap¬ 
peals were made to the businesses 
and organizations in town for 
funds. Finally, in April 1959, 
the News Review resorted to a 
house-to-house community-wide 
drive for funds. Organized by 
the drive chairman, Elaine Skol- 
nik, who was aided by 125 vol¬ 
unteer court collectors, the drive 
netted over $1,500. It proved such 
an unqualified success that it was 
renewed again the following year. 
The yield from these two fund 
drives was sufficient to meet the 
operating needs of the paper for 
much of the next 25 years. 

By 1985, however, the paper 
found itself desperately in need 
of a replacement generation of 
volunteers, and with its reserve 
cash almost depleted. The small 
staff, which had been shrinking in 
recent years, was unable to keep 
up with both the expanding news 
of a rapidly growing city and the 
solicitation of advertising to pay

After a half-hour interlude 
between sessions, the council 
promptly decided to reject the 
proposal. 

Schrom Hills Park 

Also before the council for ap¬ 
proval, earlier that evening, was 
an agreement worked out between 
the city and the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission 
(WSSC) with respect to the 
planned stormwater management 
pond at Schrom Hills. The agree¬ 
ment allows the WSSC to use the 
stormwater management pond 
without undue interference from 
.the city, and it allows the city 
to use the pond as a recreational 
feature without undue interfer¬ 
ence from the WSSC The council 
approved the agreement, and was 
notified by Mike Ruddo of the 
WSSC that pond construction is 
expected to be completed by late 
summer or early fall 

Schrom Hills was discussed 
again during the meeting when 
Parks and Recreation Advisory 
Board Director Keith Chernikoff

Fortunately, Jones is 
enough of a hunk to carry it off 
Speaking of thin themes, the 
George Bernard Shaw play “Over¬ 
ruled” is about as insubstantia 
as a play can get. Four charac¬ 
ters plucked out of thin air dis¬ 
cuss at length the pleasures oi 
their upper class marriages anc 
the even greater pleasures ol 
contemplating an escape fron 
those marriages. There are somt 
cynical, witty lines, as one woulc r 
expect from any Shaw play, anc P 
the actors make the most of them

While there is apparently some 
disagreement as to whether Par¬ 
cel 12 is officially part of the 
Lake Park, I believe this is be¬ 
side the point. The area in ques¬ 
tion is functionally part of the 
Lake Park. A 3even-story build¬ 
ing in this location is clearly out 
of character with the surround¬ 
ings, no matter how worthy the 
use of the building might be- 
Furthermore, I am not convinced 
that a seven-story building 
would not be taller than the sur¬ 
rounding trees. 

I agree with the News Review 
that disrupting this area, one 
of Greenbelt’s few remaining 
green spaces, with a seven-story 
building, is highly inadvisable.

for printing costs. An urgent ap¬ 
peal for help to all of the city’s 
homeowner and tenant associa¬ 
tions led immediately to forma¬ 
tion of “Friends of the News Re¬ 
view.” In a two-month campaign, 
this group bruoght in about 80 
volunteers (almost three times 
the original goal) and over $13,- 
000 in cash donations. 

Libel Suit 

The News Review experienced 
the agonies of a libel suit start¬ 
ing in the mid-lOSO's. The libel 
charges arose out of the paper’s 
publication of remarks by citi¬ 
zens at a public city council meet¬ 
ing regarding a proposal made to 
the city by a local developer, 
Charles Bresler, A Prince Georges 
County jury found the remarks 
libelous and a $17,500 judgment 
awarded Bresler was later affim- 
ed by the Maryland Court of Ap¬ 
peals. The UJ3. Supreme Court, 
however, in May 1970, reversed 
and vacated the judgment, ruling 
that the News Review was “per¬ 
forming its wholly legitimate 
function as a community news¬ 
paper when it published full re¬ 
ports of these public debates in 
its news columns,” To hold other¬ 
wise, the high court said, “would 
subvert the most fundamental 
meaning of a free press.” 

During the four-year legal 
struggle, the Greenbelt Freedom 
of the Press Committee collected 


over $30,000 from the community 
to help meet legal expenses and 
to pay the judgment in case of 
unsuccessful appeal. ($20,000 was 
latet returned to contributors). 

Staffing 

The entire staff consists of vol¬ 
unteer workers, most of whom 
have joined the paper as their 
contribution to their community’s 
activities. Since March 1957, 
nominal payments have been au¬ 
thorized to the editorial staff and 
to columnists — when finances 
permit, of course. There have 
been 39 changes in editorship 
during the paper’s 49 years. The 
position is at present held by 
Mary Lou Williamson. There 
are now 52 staff members. 

An innovation begun seven 
years ago, augmenting the staff 
through an agreement with the 
Departments of English and 
Journalism of the University of 
Maryland to accept placement of 
student interns, is being contin¬ 
ued to the News Review’s advan¬ 
tage. 

Interns have participated in 
the regular work of writing and 
editing copy for this paper. The 
program is sponsored by the Al¬ 
fred M. Skolnik Memorial Fund. 
This fund also provides for a 
yearly $100 Savings Bond to be 
awarded to an outstanding Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt High School grad¬ 
uate interested in the field of 
writing.

submitted a questionnaire for 
council approval The question¬ 
naire addresses the city’s over¬ 
all recreational needs and one of 
its aims is to obtain citizen input 
on the appropriate use of the 
proposed park at Schrom Hills 
adjoining the pond. The council 
postponed approval of the ques¬ 
tionnaire citing the need for fur¬ 
ther revisions. 

Park Watch Program 
Also during the meeting, Bob 
Hickman gave a brief presenta¬ 
tion of the federal Park Watch 
program, which has been imple¬ 
mented along several local area 
parkways and which will soon ex¬ 
tend to the Baltimore-Washing¬ 


ton Parkway. Hickman said the 
program allows park users to re¬ 
spond to problems or potential 
problems spotted on federal park 
grounds by reporting them to 
the Department of Interior. He 
said the program has led to a 
noticeable decrease in vandalism, 
larceny, and accidents in areas 
where 'it has already been adopt¬ 
ed and believes such incidents 
will occur less frequently at 
Greenbelt Park under the pro¬ 
gram.

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Council Adopts Guidelines for Naming City 
Properties to Honor Outstanding Citizens

At its November 10 regu¬ 
lar meeting, the Greenbelt 
City Council appropriated 
funds for the Greenbelt Mu¬ 
seum, appointed the initial 
board of directors for the 
new corporation overseeing 
the city’s public access ca¬ 
ble programming, and moved 
to implement guidelines for 
naming city properties. 

Commemorative Guidelines 

While tb^ resolution introduced 
would allow city properties to be 
named in reference to historical, 
geographical or traditional names, 
such as Indian Springs, the dis¬ 
cussion focused on naming city 
sites for individuals. 

A committee, consisting of Tom 
Grier, Ron Ott and current coun¬ 
cil member Antoinette B. Bram, 
in 1978 proposed a basic set of 
guidelines, based in part on the 
federal government’s guidelines, 
according to Bram. The current 
proposal is a modification of that 
proposal, based on comments by 
the Community Relations Advis¬ 
ory Board (CRAB), and the 
council. 

Under the guidelines, any per¬ 
son deceased at least three years 
who has made significant contri¬ 
butions to the city or citizens of 
Greenbelt would be eligible for 
commemoration. The resolution, 
based on previous council work 
sessions, allowed for commemora¬ 
tion of any person, living or dead. 
By a 3-2 vote the language was 
modified as above. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said that 
while he previously supported the 
draft proposal, after further 
thought he concluded that this 
honor is most appropriate for 
deceased persons. He said that 
there are other ways to recog¬ 
nize contributions of living per¬ 
sons. 

Council members Bram and Jo¬ 
seph Isaacs agreed, Bram said 
a three-year waiting period would 
allow time for research and for 
emotions to recede. Isaacs agreed, 
noting that the city does not have 
an abundance of sites and that 
the number of commemorative 
proposals could exceed the avail¬ 
able sites. 

Mayor pro tem Thomas X. 
White and council member Ed¬ 
ward Putens disagreed. White, 
who liked the flexibility of the 
draft proposal, said that it may 
sometimes be appropriate to name 
a site after a living person. 
Isaacs suggested that an excep¬ 
tion could be made in that case. 
Putens objected to the three-year 
waiting period, stating that a 
one-year wait would be sufficient. 

The resolution also establishes 
a procedure for commemorations. 
Organizations, elected officials 
and individuals may nominate 
persons for this honor; however, 
city advisory boards and com¬ 
mittees may not. The proposals 
would be referred to CRAB. The 
city council would then make the 
final determination of whether 
and how to honor the nominee. 

The guidelines provide that 
“only those citizens who have 
made the most significant and 
outstanding contributions to the 
city of Greenbelt” shall be hon¬ 
ored in this manner and that 
“whenever possible, the form of 
commemoration should be suited 
to the contribution of the indi¬ 
vidual being commemorated,” 
Greenbelt Museum 

Under a suspension of the 
rules, council unanimously ap¬ 


proved a resolution appropriat¬ 
ing $53,400 for the purchase of 
the perpetual use contract for 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc (GHI) 
unit to be used for the Greenbelt 
museum. This appropriation also 
covers the repayment of the re¬ 
habilitation loan to GHI. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
reported that settlement was 
scheduled for November 21, with 
the city taking possession No¬ 
vember 28 Council also approved 
a motion authorizing the mayor 
or the mayor pro tem to sign the 
Mutual Ownership Contract with 
GHI. 

Council deferred, until its next 
meeting, discussion of the agree¬ 
ment between the Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum (FOGM) and 
the city concerning the operation 
of the museum. City Solicitor 
Robert Manzi had recommended 
substantial changes to the agree¬ 
ment. which FOGM had not had 
an opportunity to review. 

Public Access Cable 

Council appointed the first 
board of directors for the non- 
p r o f i t corporation, Greenbelt 
Access Television, Inc., which 
will oversee public access pro¬ 
gramming on the city’s cable 
system. Robert Zugby, Harold 
Baldauf, Lawrence Goldberg and 
Anthony Langbehn of the Pub¬ 


lic Access Advisory Committee 
were appointed to the board. The 
committee itself, its tasks now 
complete, was disbanded. Com¬ 
mittee members Margaret Hogen_ 
sen and Holly Crater declined 
appointment. An election for all 
eight board positions will be held 
at the corporation’s membership 
meeting in March. Mayor pro 
tem White was selected as the 
council’s representative on the 
board. 

Other Actions 

In other actions, the council: 

• Reappointed Don Volk to the 
Advisory Planning Board. A 
work session to consider other 
board and committee vacancies 
was tentatively scheduled for 
December 15. 

• Authorized city staff to no¬ 
tify the Jaycees and Gunner's 
Mate, Inc. that the city intends 
to renegotiate the leases for the 
Jaycees clubhouse and the lake 
park concession stand. Giese 
noted that the water and elec¬ 
tricity for the clubhouse are now 
metered so that it WDuld be pos¬ 
sible to hold the Jaycees respon¬ 
sible for those costs. 

• Scheduled a work session on 
strategic planning for Decem¬ 
ber 9. 


North End Center Group 
Releases Survey Results 

The members of the Citizens 
for North End Center (CNEC) 
coalition conducted a door-to- 
door survey of residents in the 
North End section of the city. 
The survey was conducted during 
the last week of October and the 
first week in November. One hun¬ 
dred and ninety-one households 
responded to the survey. 

The survey respondents includ¬ 
ed 3 under 16 years old; 68 be¬ 
tween 16; and 34, 72 in the 35 
to 54 year range, 27 between 55 
and 64 years old and 17 over 65. 

When asked if they supported 
city renovation of the North End 
School, 173 said yes, 9 no and 2 


All of the possible uses pro¬ 
posed by QNEC were supported 
by at least 75 percent of the re¬ 
spondents. These uses include: a 
senior walk-in/actviity center, 
senior daycare center, non profit 
preschool/elementary school with 
before/after school care, racrea- 
tion center featuring gymnastics, 
studios for artists/crafts people, 
art classrooms, photography lab 
and pottery workshops.

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GHI Budget Adopted as Presented 
With Computerizing of Maintenance 


by Mavis Fletcher 

The $4,864,655.00 budget 
for 1987 for Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. was passed una¬ 
nimously by the board of 
directors at its meeting on 
November 6. The version of 
the budget which was adop¬ 
ted was the same as that 
presented to members at the 
October 28 budget hearing. 
Except for a technical ques¬ 
tion raised by GHI Treasur¬ 
er Ray McCawley about the 
placement of a capital im¬ 
provements expenditure in 
the budget, it was adopted 
almost without comment. All 
changes to the version pro¬ 
posed by Manager Ron Col¬ 
ton had been made prior to 
the presentation to the mem¬ 
bers. Comptroller Don Mc¬ 
Ginn said that members 
could expect to get their 
monthly charge statements 
for 1987 during the week of 
December 8. 

According to Colton's notes to 
the board, the budget will result 
in a decrease in charges to frame 
home members resulting from the 
interest saving on the rehab mort¬ 
gage. Masonry home members 
will receive a modest increase 
based on the need to correct sev 
eral structural problems. Charges 
to members of the larger homes 
will be increased because of the 
recently completed rehab pro¬ 
gram. 

The budget proposes only a few 
major initiatives. One new pro¬ 
gram, explained by Colton during 
presentation of the Third Quar¬ 
ter Staff Reports, is a computer-

ized maintenance tracking sys¬ 
tem. Colton outlined a system 
which would result in a compu¬ 
terized chart showing mainte¬ 
nance calls for each unit. The in¬ 
formation, updated each time a 
ticket was completed, would show 
the specific type of problem found 
by the workman. Colton explained 
that this information would allow 
GHI to pinpoint the same prob¬ 
lem showing up repeatedly in the 
same or adjacent units, to recog¬ 
nize a pattern of developing 
problems, to gather statistics on 
the life expectancy of eqiup- 
ment and other similar informa¬ 
tion. Colton said he expected to 
have a pilot program in place by 
December. 

Colton also gave the board a 
long-term plan for a maintenance 
management system which (in 
perhaps two years) will include 
the corrective and preventive 
maintenance systems, as well as 
a purchase order system based 
on experience with equipment 
longevity. The board deferred 
discussion of the system to an¬ 
other meeting. 

Other items covered in the staff 
report included a final statement 
on the larger home rehabilitation 
program and the repairs made in 
6 Court of Hillside. According to 
the report, Geotechnical Services, 
the firm which did the work in 
that court, would be monitoring 
the building during the coming 
rainy season to make sure that 
it remains stationary. 

Maintenance Report 

The maintenance department 
report indicated that, at the cur¬ 
rent rate, about 13,800 calls for 
maintenance are being generated 
each year, a considerable increase 
over past years. (This figure does 
not include fee-for-service calls.) 
Colton suggested that people are 
now moving into GHI specifically 
because they want the ‘full ser¬ 
vice' maintenance which the cor¬ 
poration provides. He based his 
conclusion on the fact that new¬ 
comers call maintenance more 
often that long-term residents, 
even though the new residents' 
units have been recently inspect¬ 
ed and problems corrected. 


Director Charles Hess suggest¬ 
ed that part of the increase may 
be due to rehabilitation — the 
community now looks nicer and 
members want their own units 
to be taken care of nicely also. 
A number of the board members 
voiced their agreement with this 
explanation. 

In response to a question about 
fee-for-service, Colton said the 
average charge is about $50 and 
the service is booked up into 
January 1987. He said an ap¬ 
prentice electrician has been add¬ 
ed to the staff to help work on 
this program. The service is op¬ 
erating at about five percent 
profit for the third quarter. 

Parking Policy 

The board adopted the new 
parking policy, which has been 
discussed for several months. A 
change sponsored by Hess in the 
wording of the paragraph dealing 
with garage rental priorities 
caused most of the discussion. 
On the basis of Hess' amendment, 
the specific priorities outlined in 
the policy draft were omitted and 
the exact determination of pri¬ 
orities was left to a forthcoming 
“GHI rental garage priority 
list.” Director Nancy Hutchins 
protested the substitution, claim¬ 
ing that the board was adopting 
a policy different from that pre¬ 
sented at the members' hearing 
on the matter. However, the pol¬ 
icy as amended was adopted on 
a vote of 6-1 with Hutchins op¬ 
posed. (Director Andrea Haslin- 
ger was unavoidably absent.) 

Colton proposed working up a 
draft on a sector of GHI with 
the parking rearranged as it 
would be under the new policy. 
He will also bring a draft of 
the garage priority list for the 
board's consideration. 

Plumbing Riser Replacement 

Colton pointed out a potential 
problem in connection with the 
replacement of plumbing risers 
in the frame homes formerly 
served by attached boiler rooms. 
Because all frame units had 
shared plumbing risers, the fau¬ 
cet sides of the bathtubs and 
kitchen sinks are back-to-back. 
This placement prevents creating

an access panel when replacing 
the riser and necessitates remov¬ 
ing the tile, wallpaper, or other 
improvements and breaking out 
the kitchen and bathroom wall. 
Unless a special program is un¬ 
derway, GHI does not normally 
replace those improvements but 
merely restores the wall to a 
smooth condition. Colton noted, 
however, that members had been 
advised after rehab that they 
could make improvements to 
these wails. The question now 
arises whether it is fair not to 
replace those improvements. He 
pointed out that funds to make 
reasonable repairs to the affected 
units had been included in the 
1987 budget. 

The board, therefore, voted 
unanimously to restore rooms 
affected by plumbing riser re¬ 
placement work to their prior 
condition where possible. The 
restoration will be at GHI's ex¬ 
pense. 

Definition of Family in MOC 

As the result of a membership 
vote at last May's annual meet¬ 
ing to allow occupancy of a non- 
re lated adult in a GHI unit the 
definition of the member's fam¬ 
ily required a change. It must 
now allow for occupancy of fam¬ 
ily members who previously 
would not have qualified as an 
“immediate” family member un¬ 
der the old definition. 

The board adopted language to 
be used in the mutual ownership 
contracts and in the corpora¬ 
tion's Rules and Regulations 
which requires GHI approval for 
(but would not bar) occupancy by 
more distantly related persons. 

Canoes 

The board deferred discussion 
of canoe storage in members' 
yards until a report is made by 
the Architectural and Environ¬ 
ment Committee. The question of 


whether to allow such storage of 
canoes and, if so, in what man¬ 
ner was referred to the commit¬ 
tee at the October 23 meeting. 

GDC Meeting 

The board of directors of the 
Greenbelt Development Corpora¬ 
tion met at the beginning of the 
evening. Although adoption of 
the 1987 budget was scheduled, 
the board got hung up on the 
question of raising rents in the 
GDC apartments. Colton's budget 
proposal recommended raising 
the rents by two percent. Some 
members of the board questioned 
the basis for this small increase. 
Colton replied that the proposed 
increase was based on anticipated 
costs. Hess asked whether rents 
should be based on costs or on 
market forces; i.e., the going rate 
for comparable apartments. 

Janet James of the Audit Com¬ 
mittee defended the low rates as 
benefiting long-term, and gen¬ 
erally older, residents. In re¬ 
sponse to a question by Director 
Mac Wirick, Colton said that the 
lower rents in GDC did result in 
lower turnover in the apartments 
and, therefore, did provide some 
savings to GDC. 

The board decided to defer 
adoption of the budget until Col¬ 
ton furnishes figures on rents for 
comparable apartments in the 
area. 

No increase in GDC garage 
rents was proposed in the budget 
since these had recently been 
revised upward. As part of his 
report to the board, Colton indi¬ 
cated that the overwhelming ma¬ 
jority of renters of garages be¬ 
ing used for storage accepted the 
increase to $50 per month. There 
has been little turnover. Those 
garages which did become avail¬ 
able were taken by GDC tenants 
or by GHI members for storage 
at the new rates.
